STEPHEN AND HOWEY TO 
RETURN. 
In a letter received in town from 


A. E. Lee, of the Stephen-Howey 
| party of Edmonton, who left here on 
August 5th last for the gold fields, 
the writer tells briefly of the trip the 
party made to the upper Liarc. The 
letter, the Jatter part of which was 
written on March 23rd, was posted at 
Telegraph Creek, which point Lee had 
‘reached at that date, together with 


and Velgue, formerly a member of 
the Piion party. In recounting tlie 
incidents,and incidentally the hardships 
of the trip, Mr. Lee says the party 
tracked up the Liard until the 21st 
of October and then decided to cut 
the boat down smaller and take out half the 
+grub and push en/a little further, as the 
boat was too large and heavy and the water 
so lew that for days they had been literally 
dragging it over the river bed. They, 
therefore, unioaded half of the outfit and 
cached it, Stephen, at his own request, 
remaining behind to look after it. The 
others with the balance of the outfit pushed 
on, but were unable to get. more than ninety 
miles, When they toc, siuck and for good, 
as further progress was impossible. There- 
upon they returned and brought up the 
portion of the outfit left with Stephen and 
the wicle party went into winter quarters. 
This was just below Hell Gate. About 
the lst of November, after the winter quart- 
ers were built, Lee, Gibney and Woodward 
took a small grub stake and some blankets 
and started across overland about due west 
| for the purpose of investigating the pos- 
sibility of transporting their outfit overland 
past the rapids and canyon of Hell Gate to 
clear navigation above. They intended 
striking the Liard in. the vicinity of Fort 
Halkett, but went too far to the north ard 
west, discovering this fact,from an Indian 
whom they met. The trip, however, was 
sufficient to demonstrate to them that the 
overland project was impossible as they 
crossed three ranges of mountains and 
numerous rivers and creeks. They therefore 
started back to camp and as winter had set 
in the return journey was anything buta 
pleasure party. On ther reaching camp 
they learnt that Stephen and Howey had 
dezided to return toEdmonton, but in the 
meantime the party set to work to pack 
their outfit by stages on the ice over the 
rapids and through the canyon, In this 
they were assisted by an ex-member of W. 
J. Graham's party, who came from Sault 
St. Marie. The outtit was finally brought 
up to near Sylyester’s lower post, abeut 150 
miles beyond the Devil’s portage, and here 
the party divided, it being the inteation of 
Howey and Stephen to return while the 
others were decided to continue. Lee with 
Pelly and Velgue started on, taking a por- 
tion of the outfit. Pelly had a dog team 
and transported as much as he could with 
it and Lee and Velgue had loaded sleds. 
| The par.ies referred to as being left behind 
were Wright, the two Camsells, Howey, 
Stephen, Woodward, tibney andthe ex mem- 
ber of the Graham party. They had appar- 
ently been travetling pretty well together 
up to this time. Lee and his twocom- 
panions had a hard trip. The loads became 
irksome and they sold them at’a H. B. Co. 
| post, having been assured that they could 
get all they wanted at the next post. The 
next post, however, could give them noth- 
ing and they went out of their way to an- 
| other, only to find the man in charge was 
| away and had the key to the store house. 
From another post, however, a short dis- 
tance away they at last got their supplies 
and continued towards the coast, reaching 
Telegraph Cereek somewhat the worse for 
wear. Lee had frozen his feet and had 
| erysipelas, but recovered and at the time of 
concluding his lecter stated that he was 
| in perfect health. He, with his companions, 
| intended returning to the interior to pros- 
| pect in the vicinity of Lake Francis, after 
which, if he struck nothing, he would drift 
down to Dawson on a raft, probably arriv- 
ing there 2bout the 15th of July or the Ist 
of August.

As to the routes east of the moun- 
tains it is understood that arrarige- 
meats have been made with the North- 
west government whereby an ex- 
penditure of $30,000 will be made 
between Edmonton and the naviga- 
tion of the Nelson branch of the 
Liard this season. Half of this 
amount will be furnished directly 
from the Dominion treasurey. This 
should ensure a fairly passable road 
in both winter and summer to Peace 
river and on to the Liard and will 
tend very greatly towards opening up 
the Far Northwest. It is to be re- 
gretted that the arrangement was not 
made earlier in the season so that the 
rush of the present spring could have 
been helped through and very largely 
increased. Thirty thousand dollars 
three months ago would have been 
better than $100,000 now. It is to 
be heped that a pack trail will be 
pushed through to Pelly river along 
the valleys of the Liard end Nelson, 
sc that cattle can be driven in to the 
Yukon this season. However, con- 
sidering that a year ago the Edmon- 
ton route had not been theught of, 
and considering the vast influences 
exercised in favor of tiie Pacific coast 
routes, it must be acknowledged that 
subsiantial progress has been made. 
The country is now satisfied that an 
eastern route is the only security for 
Canadian trade with the Yukon. The 
senate committee of enquiry has done 
something towards informing the 
public as to its practicability. It 1s 
fair to suppose that once having secur- 
ed a footing in the public mind its 
requirements will be more and more 
fully recognized as time goes on. The 
Northwest government i3 entitled to 
especial credit for the manner in 
which they have dealt with the ques- 
tion, showing their faith in the de- 
sirability and practicability of the 
route in a substantial maruer. 

This afternoon the premier deliver- 
ed an oration on the life of Hon. W. 
E. Gladstone, which is said to be, per- 
haps the best of his parliamentary 
utterances. Of course he never be- 
fore had as great a subject. The sub- 
ject was clearly inthe hands ofa 
master. Sir Charles Tupper seconded 
thé resolution of sympathy which the 
premier had moved, and spoke well 
but only eaid a few words.

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RUNNING GRAND RAPIDS. 
Grand Rapids, May 13, ’98: 
(From cur special correspondent. ) 

When neacirg House river, about 
ten miks a!oxe Grand rapids, the 
Klondiker’s ¢ttention is attracted by 
the distant rear of waters. He becomes 
watchful and he has every reason to be 
more than watchful, for between the 
gravel bars and huge boulders which 
dot the rivers’ surface, lending it an 
air of picturesque, rugged beauty, the 
waters boil and roar and are dashed 
high in spray. The voyageur is kept 
very busy dodging in and out among 
the rocks, until smooth water is reach- 
ed about eight miles down the-stream, 
where he cau land and walk down the 
river bank io the rapids proper. Nine 
men out of every ten pick oat a cea- 
venient rock aud seat themselves gaz- 
ing long and thoughtfully at a scene 
that is hard te surpass. The name 
Grand rapids is an appropriate one, for 
they are grand and wild. An island 
one half miie long occupies a position 
very rearly in the centre of the river, 
exactly in the middle of the rapids, 
and down either side the waters rush 
with awful force, over great rocks worn 
smooth. The right hand side is the 
one the jilots use in lowering their 
boats down. It has more rocks ‘in it 
than the left side, bat the fall is jess 


and the volume oi.water not so great. | 


In low water of course the Deats are 
lowered with a line, 
they shoot the rapids and the sight is 
one worth seeing. ‘With one man in 
the bow with a long pole and another 
at the stern with a sweep, the lines are 
east off and away they go hke mad, 
dashing down the turbulent stream, 
darting first this way then that till they 
at last make the shoot at the foot, and 
the rubte:-nceks on the bank once 
more breath easier and the cool headed 
pilots with their stoic faces and power- 
ful bodies, walk back again along the 


winding path that leads to the anchor- | 


age at the head of the rapids, and 
prepare to repeat the performance. 

On the left hand side of the island 
as I mentioned before, the fall is con- 
siderably mere than on the right, and a 
much larger body of water flows in the 
left hand channel and the rush of water 
is so strong that it's impossible to ruu 
boats down without breaking them. 
The scene is magnificient and reminds 
one very much of Niagara Falls just 
below the whirlpool, with not quite so 
much water, |.but?many -more rocks. 


Below the i-land the two channels meet ! 


and seem to fairly fight each other for 
supremacy of power. It is a wild 
looking spectacle and sets many men, 
bound novth for the first time, think- 


ing. Th:ir fears are not at all lessened } 
by the talk of the pilots, men who talk 
very little at any time, but when 


pressed will tell you chey can take you 
down safely and will also advise you to 
not try italone, and, judging from the 
inexperience of the few who have tried 
it, (of whem [ will speak later on,) 
they certainly seem to be giving good 
advice. J, firone, advocate takiug a 
pilot and when he comes aboard your 
boat don’t © know it all.” Do 1s he 
tells you and only what he iells you, 
and remember the old sea precept : 
“Don’t talk to the man at the wheel.” 
In every case where a pilot has been 
engaged a siugle accident has 
oceurred. Sume who have not engaged 
pilots have also gone through in safety, 
but others have met with very serious 
accidents.

RIVER HAPPENINGS, 


The “‘ Shamrock,” of which I wrote 
in my ast letter, has already had her 
little troubles. While five miles above 
the Pelican rapids, and in fairly good 
water and a favorable wind, she ran on 
a gravel bar, the only one in that part 
of the river and it had a good channel 
on either side. Sergi. 
Const. Duchesnay, happening along on 
their way to Grand rapids, went to 
their assistance, and both being splen- 
did rivermen, as well as capable repre- 
sentatives of law and order, succeeded 
in getting them off safely. The Sham- 
rock is but slightly damaged and is 
now at the rapids here. The crew 
have changed ker name to “Bed Rock.” 
seeking to get-rid of the “hoodo.” 

The “May” found the bottom of the 


river nearer the surface than her wheel- | 


man figured on, and was hung up for 
two days just below House river. She 
lightened her load and got off with no 
damage beyond a loss of energy on the 
part of the crew. 

The Iludson’s Bay Co’s boats, four 
in number, are here in safety. Mr. 
Camsell, the chief factor at Fort Simp- 
son, is on board bound north. 


On the Sth a party of three Klon- 
dikers, headed by A. Talcot, of Chicago, 
ran on a rock three miles below House 
river, losing 200 pounds of sugar, all 
their beans, some fruit and five sacks 
of flour. They are now mending their 
boat and drying their clothes and will 
continue on north in the direction ef 
the Peel river. 

On the 9th a member of the Spaf- 
ford Grundy party lost his money belt 
containing $250, while shoving his 
canoe offa rock. It became unfasten. 
ed in some way and dropped with that 
“ plunk ” sound so familiar to the ear. 
He fished around till he was tired. with 
no success. Some riverman will bring 
it up some day on his pole and a pow. 
wew will taice place such as the north 
never saw. before. 
fame party on the same day was 
swamped in the Little Grand and lust 
his entire outfit with the exception of a 
roli of blankets that he clung to and 
after a desperate struggle for his life in 
as swift a flow of water as can be found

| here yesterday, 
| Cardinal, a guide from Pelican rapids, 


| eae here, reached the shore in’ an 
exhausted condition. 

| On the afternoon of the 10th the 
De Belleue party, six in number, while 
lowering their boat down the chanuel 
lost control of her and she upset, 
letting eleven sacks of clothes oui into 
the river. Five were recovered shortly 
afterwards and a member of the party

THE WAR. 
(SPECIAL TO THE BULLETIN.) 


Winnipeg, June 1st.—Despatches 
from Cape Haytien, Hayti, say that a 
report has just been received from 
Havagpa to the effect that since two 
o'clock this afternoon (May 31) the 


i U: S. fleet at Santiago de Cuba has

been cannonading the batteries at 
Morro Castle, Lazocapa and Punta 
Gorda. At the same time the U.S. 
fleet has engaged the Spanish fleet in a 
desperate naval struggle. The firing 
was extremely heavy for some time. 
At 3.45 p. m. the cannonading became 
less heavy from the fortifications, but 
was more accentuated in the locality 
where the fleets were engaged. Morro 
Castle is at the entrance of the harbor 
of Santiago and Lazo Capa is a short 
distance inside the harbor entrance, 
showing that the U.S. fleet has entered 
the harbor, and engaged the Spanish 
fleet in those waters. = 

Cape Haytien, 6.45 p. m. May 31st. 
At this hour the Santiago cable is still 
working from Santiago and private 
messages just received intimate that 
there has been a severe fight between 
the U.S. flees and the outer fortifica- 
tions and Spanish fleet. The fight 
lasted the greater part of tho after- 
noon. The advantage appears to have 
been with the U.S. according to the 
latest advices. The conflict is still in 
progress. 

Port au Prince, Hayti, May 31lst.— 
About two o'clock this afternoon the 
U.S. fleet, composed of 14 warships, 
of which the cruiser New York dis- 
played the fag of rear-Admiral Samp- 
son, anda number of torpedo boats, 
began a heavy bombardment with the 
heavy guns of the forts of the harbor 
of Santiago. The fire was directed 
principally against the forts and har- 
bor. The forts of Morro Castle, Lazo 
Capa and Punta Gorda suffered especial- 
ly. The cannonading was very heavy 
and cannot have failed to have been 
destructive. It lasted until 3.45 p. m. 
The town which is situated near the 
inner end of the harbor, escaped 
damage. At 3.45 p. m. the cannonad- 
ing diminished, and about 4 o'clock 
canon discharges were heard at a dis- 
tance, presumably at sea. They continued 
for some time, when tie firing ceased 
eompletely. 

The Spanish authorities maintain 
strict silence as to the number of vic- 
tims, who were apparently numerous.
